Attached are the results of the survey we did of new parolees and probationers (a total of 143). 

First, you are spot on in terms of the radio stations to target! 

About 30 percent of respondents just respond "yes" to being aware of all four communications, including the 
non-existent one. I think they are just giving responses they think we want. 

Close to 70 percent say they still remember GUN CRIM EISJ AILTIM E. (We did saturate things for a number of 
years.) 

Almost 60 percent now say they are aware of FED UP, so awareness is growing. 

Awareness of BLUE CRUSH is waning - a little over 50 percent. 

There will be no meetings at which to survey parolees and probationers in November or December, which means 
we should have a pretty large meeting in january.
